American Loss 8 Killed and 26 Wounded. 


Our Men Now Awaiting Artillery to 


Push the Attack, 


Manila, Aug. 9.—General MaoArthur's 


force, consisting of 4000 men, advanced 
five miles beyond San Fernando today 
and encountered and defeated a Filipino 
force of GOOD men. The enemy retreated, 
leaving many dead and wounded. The 
American loss, killed and wounded, was 
20. 


The American loss 


The American loss in the fighting at 


San Fernando at 3 o'clock was known 
to be 8 men killed and 26 wounded. The 
loss will possibly exceed this as the line 
Is five miles long and it is impossible, 
at this hour to hear from every point. 
Our troops are now about Angeles, 
awaiting artillery, which has the great- 
est difficulty in moving, owing to the 
wet ground. 


Opening the Attack 


The attack opened at 5 in the morn- 


ing,

confirms the report of the battle of 
San Fernando as follows: "Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, with 4000 men, attacked the 
insurgents army of 6000 strong, con- 
centrated around San Fernando at 5.15 
o'clock this morning. At 10 o'clock he 
had driven it five miles in the direction 
of Angeles. Our casualties are few. 


"The attack was ordered for the 7th

DREYFUS TRANSLATES 


GERMAN FOR COURT 


Fifty of the Four Hundred Documents 


of the Dosoler Examined. prisoner 


Gives Valuable Aid at Trial. Ol- 


lieial Record of the Torture 


He Endured. Emily Craw- 


ford'h Story ol Vtrmt Uay 


Rennes, Aug. 9—The secret session of 


the Dreyfus court-martial today last- 
ed from 6.30 o'clock to 11.50. General 
Chamome has nearly completed his 
part of the explanation of the recent 
dossier. 


The next public session will not be 


till Saturday. 


Dreyfus Translates 


Fifty of the 400 documents in the 


dossier were reviewed yesteiday. To- 
day several of the documents were 
•uritten in German. During the pro- 
ceedings a German dictionary was sent 
for. 
When certain words and expres- 


sions were not exactly understood, even 
with the aid of the dictionary, Dreyfus, 
who is a perfect German scholar, vol- 
unteered translation and was allowed 
to give explantion and valuable as- 
sistance to the members of the court. 


The precautionary 
police 
measures 


today are much more stringent than 
yesterday. Strong detachments of in- 
fantry are used instead of gendarmes, 
pushing the people back, even into the 
houses and closing the front doors for 
a. hundred yards. 
Not a discordant 


note is anywhere heard in the crowd. 


New York, Aug. 9^-The Evening Tel- 


egram produces from the Matin, Paris, 
parts of an official report from the ad- 
ministration of the Colonies to the min- 
ister on the sojourn of Captain Dreyfus 
on the He du Diable. 


Many of the facts are not new, but 


the documents show the recognition of- 
ficially of cruelties worthy of the Mid- 
dle Ages and publicly establishes their 
authenticity. 


From the five columns devoted to the 


report the following are some extracts: 


"During the first period of his con- 


finement Dreyfus enjoyed 
a certain 


amount of liberty. His prison was of 
stone, four metres square; the door was 
barred with iron, and the windows also. 
The door opened on a space two me- 
tres by. three. 
In this court was a 


guard. 


"Five guards in all watched the pris- 


oner, who was only allowed to> walk 
out in the daytime ini this very lim- 
ited space. 


He was locked up from sundown to 


sunrise. His correspondence was ex- 
amined. Silence was' enjoined upon 
him, except to the guards. 


At the end of 1896 the regimen was 


more severe. The prison was surround- 
ed by a palisade, outside of "which the 
prisoner was forbidden to go. His cor- 
respondence was examined more rig- 
orously than before and parts cut out. 


"Then an outer palisade was built 


to obstruct the VfSw of the -sea, 


"Captain Dreyfus was told that at 


the least demonstration on his part or 
by outside friends he would run the 
risk of instant death. 


"Vessels were not permitted to come 


within gunshot of the island. 


"In August, 1S97, a new prison was 


built, to which the prisoner was trans- 
ferred. It was divided into tn o parts 
by a solid iron fence. On one side of the 
partition was the prisoner. 
On the 


other side was a guard. 


"The windows were barred. A point- 


ed wood palisade, two metres eighty 
centimetres (over nine feet) high, sur- 
rounded the pen. More palisades be- 
fore this little lobby kept out the air, 
and the pen. became damp. 


"When, put in irons Dreyfus cried 


out: 


" 'Ah! they're going to bury me here'1 
"In December, 1S98, the prisoner was 


allowed to walk with his guards out- 
side the palisades five hours a day. 


"All the time he was in captivity the 


prisoner continued to- assert his inno- 
cence. He spoke constantly of his wife 
and children. He wept frequently, and 
once cried, 'It is now ten months since 
I have received letters;' but in Sep- 
tember, 1895, he received ten. 


"Once he said: 
" 'I would have lodged a bullet in my 


head if it were not for my wife and 
children." 


"He said Colonel Du Paty de Clam 


had promised to> look up evidence in 
his favor. He never thought it would 
take so long a time. He hoped he would 
be done soon. In December Dreyfuf 
wrote a cablegram to his wife. Letters 
were received saying that his health 
was good and that he sent kisses, but 
the cablegram was not 
allowed to 


leave. 


"When Dreyfus learned that his ap- 


peal to the President had been reject- 
ed, he said: 'They discuss when an in- 
nocent man. is incarcerated within four 
walls. I would like to demolish every- 
thing, myself included, but no! I'll go 
on for my wife's and children's sake.' 


"At times in August 1S96, he asked for 


books to try and forget, for he could 
not think without great pain in his 
hoad. He could not read his wife's let- 
ters. 


"As his health report says: he suf- 


fered from heart trouble in 1896 and he 
had nervous prostration, then fever and 
congestion of the brain. 


"In December, 1S97, he cried to the 


doctor, 'I'm at the end of my strength.' 
He suffered from heart palpitation, 
choking and hallucinations. Latterly he 
has been taking calming potions of 
chloral atd 'Opium. 


During liis four years' imprisonment 


Dreyfua wrote more than one thousand 
letters to his wife and brother, the 
President, ministers and officers.

Slam's Million Priests. 


According to a lecture on Siam deliv- 


ered recently in London by John Bart- 
lett, that country has more than its 
share of priests. 
The population of 


Siam, he said, amounted to about 
6,000.000, and a curious feature was 
the large preponderance of Chinese, 
more especially in Bangkok. The Chi- 
nese practically controlled all the trade 
and" commerce of the place. There 
were hardly any Siamese merchants. 
One million of the people were in the 
priesthood. He had traveled up river 
through the main territory of Siam for 
a distance of 350 miles, and during the 
journey it had been absolutely impos- 
sible to get out of sight of a temple. 
IE each temple there were from 10 to 
300 priests, supported entirely by the 
people- Of the 1,000,000 priests only 
300.000 were actively engaged. The re- 
maining 700,000 were passing through 
the priesthood.

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CLOCKS OF BYGONE DAYS. 


Curiosities In the Mnsenm of a Clock 


Molting VtllaKe. 


In the town of Schramberg In the 


Black Forest district of Wurttemberg, 
Germany, where one, of the chief in- 
dustries is clock njpking, there haa 
recently been established an Interest- 
ing museum of timepieces. The col- 
lection displays the graduaWlevelop- 
soent in the making of clocks for many 
centuries. 


Among the curiosites are many of 


great historical value. 
There .is an 


alarm clock constructed in the year 
1680 for the use of travelers. In form 
Jt resembles a lantern and the Interior 
is designed to hold a lighted candle. 
The candle is slowly pushed forward 
by a spring, which also controls the 
mechanism of the clock. A little pair 
of shears clip the wick of the caudle 
automatically every minute to regulate 
its light. The lantern is inclosed with 
movable slides, so that the sleeper is 
not at first disturbed by the presence 
of light 


The alarm is set by inserting a-pog 


In the second dial plate. When the 
required hoar arrives, the alarm ia 
sounded and at the same time the 
movable slMes fall, flooding-the room 
with light 


Among the curiosities Is a Japanese 


saw clock. The clock itself produces 
the motive power by descending a 
saw formed strip of metal, the teeth of 
which operate the wheel of the clock- 
work. In 'another Japanese clock the 
hand la attached to a weight, which 
sinks once in*24 hours. The time is in- 
dicated by a hand on the perpendicular 
scale.—Chicago Times-Herald.

A Bofiemian Romance 


How Eusebiufl Smith Came to a 
Decision as to a Publisher 
of His Novel. 


The publishing firm of Lansing & 


Lane was exceedingly anxious to ob- 
tain a book manuscript from the popu- 
lar young author, Eusebius Smith. 


Young Smith had gone up like a rock- 


et, so to speak, and was now scintillat- 
ing broadcast in the firmament, with 
no apparent exhaustion of pyrotech- 
nics nor intention of returning darkly 
to earth, after the manner of the 
proverbial stick. He had sprung into 
"immediate and gratifying populari- 
ty" according to the reviewers, upon 
the publication of his first volume, 
"The Wings of Salt," and was, there- 
fore, a typical modern man of letters, 
worshiped by all femininity with a 
kind of Hobsonian hysteria and sur- 
reptitiously envied by every man jack 
of his own sex and particularly of bis 
own profession. 


To announce a new volume of Euse- 


bius Smith, Lansing & Lane perceived, 
would be the crowning achievement of 
the year for any American publisher. 
It would be the talk of the book world, 
heralded and advertised far and near. 
The sales would immediately advance 
by overlapping thousands toward the 
phenomenal, and all the literary and 
trade journals would be describing the 
clangor, by day and by night of multi- 
plied lightning presses upon the tons 
of white paper flowing into Eusebius 
Smith's new book. That Mr. Smith 
already had a book manuscript on the 
eve of completion all the literary gos- 
sips averred. The interesting question 
was, What publisher would get it? 


Presumably the Chapwells, said ev- 


erybody. The Cbapwells had publish- 
ed Mr. Smith's two former volumes 
and pushed them, or at least steered 
them, to enormous sales. But popular 
men of letters are freaky. You can't 
depend on them, especially if they are 
young. Variety Is the spice of life, 
even in the matter bt publishers, and, 
though an author has been well served, 
he is never quite sure that he may .not 
be served better by another agent. So, 
while the Chapwells were rubbing 
their hands with mingled expectation 
and nervousness, the other publishers 
were guardedly putting their best foot 
forward, in the customary approaches 
to the literary lion of the day; 


Mr. Eusebius Smith complacently al- 


lowed himself to be wined and dined, 
went to ride with the ladies of rich 
publishers' families, tried the shooting 
on various choice preserves, and, in 
fact, accepted all the delicate courte- 
sies extended him in a manner as affa- 
bly unconscious as that which m'arked 
the proffer of them. 


But in the meanwhile he was debat- 


ing. The Messrs. Chapwells had treat- 
ed him fairly enough in the matter of 
royalties on his first two volumes and 
had made him a handsome cash offer 
for the third—but there were others. 
Richards had made him a better cash 
offer by $500. (Richards! Bah!) Lan- 
sing Lane produced much better look- 
ing books than the Chapwells, real 
works of art externally, whereas the 
Chapwells' books were mere blocks of 
paper and pasteboard—clay paper at 
that But Lansing & Lane were chary 
of advertising and indifferent about 
pushing a book. 
Furthermore, tr.&y 


had fallen out of touch with the bcoi- 
sellers, having refused to allow the 
latter the customary underselling priv- 
ilege. Lansing & Lane provided choice, 
select books for the select few—books 
of literary flavor, without literary sub- 
stance, the cream puffs of literature. 
Their books were notoriously unsal- 
able and were commonly printed 
from the type in editions of 250, half 
of which found their way to parlor 
tables and the luxurious dens of liter- 
ary men of leisure and the other half 
to the omnivorous junk bag. No; it 
would be suicidal to give the new man- 
uscript to Lansing & Lane. Even his 
own popularity, modestly reflected Mr. 
Smith, would scarcely float a book aft- 
er having their imprint 


Still there was an undeniable fasci- 


nation in looking over the new Issues 
of this firm, each one a unique model 
of dainty book designing. It was gen- 
erally admitted that no bouse could 
compete with Lansing & Lane in re- 
spect to artistic bookmaklng. 


Eusebius Smith had to drop in at 


their offices every few hours, In spite 
of himself, to see what now delight for 
the eye and the touch was on the point 
of coming out. This tendency on his 
part was, of course, warmly encour- 
aged by both Mr. Lansing and Mr. 
Lane, and the leather upholstered easy 


chair, looking westward through the 
vista o^ small rooms occupied by the 
firm, was always waiting for him, with 
the latest publications arranged on a 
stand near by. 


Lansing & Lane were distinctively 


English in their tastes and surround- 
ings. Their offices consisted of a suit 
of small, low rooms, up stairs, opening 
directly Into each other from east to 
west and' furnished "den fashion," 
which, as the reader well knows, Im- 
plies rugs, couches, heavy hangings,

Indiana Combine Will Control Price 


of the P«lt«. 


According to a telegram from La- 


porte, Ind., to the St. Louis Republic, 
a "skunk trust" is the latest industrial 
organization that is to be foisted on a 
long suffering public. The new trust 
will be organized under the laws of 
New Jersey and will be backed by a 
syndicate ot Ohio, Indiana and Illinois 
capitalists. It will be incorporated for 
$10,000,000, and the headquarters, it is 
eald, will be at Albion, Ind. 


It is proposed to combine all of the 


present "skunk farms" in various parts 
of the country and to develop the 
skunk raising Industry to such a point 
that people cannot afford to turn up 
their noses when the skunk trust is 
mentioned. The skins of skunks aro 
as valuable as they are odoriferous, 
and there is a constantly Increasing 
demand for the manufacture of "seal- 
skin" garments. 


The skunks are covered with a very 


soft fine fur, and also by a long coarse 
hair, but by a tedious process the lat- 
ter is taken off, leaving a fur which 
very much resembles the genuine seal- 
skin. The skunk pelts always com- 
mand a good price, and a number of 
men make their living by hunting 
these little animals. A good black 
skunk 
hide 
will readily bring $2. 


Striped ones are not worth quite so 
much, and white pelts are still less 
valuable. 


The pelts have become so scarce in 


the lasT; few years that a number of 
skunk farms have been started, and 
the rapid extinction of the fur bearing 
seal has caused such an Increased de- 
mand for the skins that the skunk 
trust has been formed in order to 
stimulate the production of skunks, 
and the venture is expected to pay 
handsome dividends on its capital.

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THE HISTORIC AMERICA'S CUP. 


The Two Yachts Which Will Com 


pete For the Highly Prized Tro- 


phy^Something of the For- 


mer Famous Contests. 


\vuRKING TOWARD SIMILAR TYPES. 


E 


NGLAND, since the days of Drake, 
hao plumed "herself upon being the 
mistress of the sea. But there are 


cases when Britannia does not always 
rule the waves. 


It is, in fact, one of life's little ironies 


that the "right little tight little" island 
of Albion, the one nautical nation of 
the world, should always rank No. 2 
w hen it came to a matter of yacht rac- 
ing with America. This has naturally 
been humiliating to the subjects of Vic- 
toria, and many and desperate have 
been the attempts to boost the ever 
progressive and intrubive Uncle Sam 
from his well earned position as the 
fleetest and most skillful sailor in tho 
world. But for almost half a century 
these efforts of the Britishers have 
proved ineffectual, and now that the 
time for one final and supreme effort 
is appi caching eveiy patriotic Ameri- 
can from Maine to California is watch- 
ing with eager eyes the trial races of 
both the Columbia and the Shamrock 
and carefully speculating on the result 
of the final outcome. 


'Tis a royal sport, this great game of 


Eliding side by side over shimmering 


Fifty years ago its entire original cost 
was only $523. Yet several million dol- 
lars have been expended by Great Brit- 
ain, and almost as much by the United. 
States, for the possession of this pre- 
cious little relic. This cup was not. as 


Edwin A. Stevens, J. B. Finley, Hamil- 
ton Wilkes and George L. Schuyler, 
and these gentlemen it was who decided 
to present the cup in question to the 
New Yoik Yacht club as av perpetual 
challenge trophy to any organized yacht 
club of any foreign country. The con- 
ditions and specifications for all chal- 
lenging yachts were liberal, contests 
being open to any craft of not less than 
30 and not more than 300 tons, customs 
house measurement. 


The leal object of such a gift was 


patent to the rest of the world. It was 
not, 
however, until 1S6S, and 17 years 


after it had first been tarried off by the 
America, that the yachtsmen of Great 
Britain made any movement toward 
the recovery of the cup which then- 
sorrowing countrymen had lost. Some 
time after tne close of the civil war, 
howevei, and after much discussion 
among Butish yachtsmen, a challenge 
came out from England. This was in 
1869. 
The race was sailed on the 8th of 


August, 
1S70, and 
was won by the 


American boat Magic, the race being 
run over the regulation course of the 


ferin, which sailed against the Ameri- 
can defender Madeline, owned by Mr. 
J. S. Dickerson. 


In the first race, which took place 


over the regular New York Yacht club 
course, the American boat won by 10 
minutes and 59 seconds, and the follow- 
ing day, in a race of 20 miles to wind- 
ward off Sandy Hook lightship and re- 
tuin, the Madeline proved an easy win- 
ner, 
Mossing the line over 27 minutes 


before her English rival. 


So for another five years the British 


lion retired to his insular lair, and an 
English born yachtsman!s Union Jack 
did not flutter about New York harbor 
until that series of icgattas which took 
place in 1SS1. The races of that year 
took place later in the season than 
usual, the first being on Nov. 9 and the 
second on Nov. 10. This time the Bay 
of Quinte Yacht club of Canada was 
the challenger, and Captain Cuthbert 
was the bold Canuck who brought the 
Atalanta down out of the wilds of the 
Dominion for the event. The Canadian 
sloop had a hard time getting down, 
though, for she was found wider than 


lea was In somewhat of a predicament, 
for suitable representatives, and when 
Sir Richard Sutton in 1885 challenged 
for "the old mug" with the Genesta 
New York yachtsmen felt somewhat 
nervous. Mr. James Gordon Bennett 
came to the rescue and ordered the 
Priscilla, while a Boston syndicate fol- 
lowed suit and contracted for the build- 
ing of the Puritan, while still another 
group of sportsmen offered the Colonia. 
These latter yachts were ot wood, while 
the Priscilla was entirely o* iron. In 
the trial races the Puritan proved the 
fastest boat, and on Sept. 7, 1885, the 
Genesta and Puritan came together for 
their first race. Owing to lack of wind 
this first event was declared off, as nei- 
ther vessel finished within the lime lim- 
it of seven houis. 
On the following 


morning another and more successful 
trial was made. At the beginning of the 
race, however, the Puritan fouled th" 
Genesta. The owner of the Genesta, with 
a display of sportsmanship singularly 
lacking in one of his titled success- 
ors, declined the privilege of sailing over 
the course alone and claiming the race. 
On the llth of November the race was 
again unsuccessfully attempted, and, ab 
there was no wind, the contesting bo-ats 
were called in. On the 14th, however, 
the Puritan finally succeeded in beating 
the Genesta over the "inside" course 
by some 16 minutes. The final racp, 
which took place on the 16th, was ono 
of the most spirited anil closely contest- 
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ous of old sea doga and at the game 
time sent the Mayflower scudding home 
with 11 minutes to spare. 


After this came, m 1887, the somewhat 


one sided races between the Clyde built 
Thistle and the Volunteer. 
General 


Paine was the owner of the Ameiican 
boat, while the Thistle came over under 
the auspices of the Royal Clyde Yacht 
club. So successful were the syndicate 
owners of the Thistle in shrouding their 
new model in mystery that up to the 
timt> of her hauling out there was no 
authentic clew to her actual form. Th=i 
seciecy of Sir Thomas Lipton with tho 
Shamiock was not more guarded than 
that of the owners of the Thistle, 'de- 
spite the feats of a daring aquatic jour- 
nalist, who dived under her and exam- 
ined, or attempted to examine, her bot- 
tom. 


When on the morning of Sept. 27 the 


two nautical beauties sailed out to the 
course ride by side a qualm of doubt 
was felt by many regaiding the out- 
come. The Volunteer seemed sluggish 
and urn expensive, while, on the other 
| hand, the Scotch vessel appeared quick 
and nimble, responding immediately to 
the s-hghtebt touch of the tiller. 
Bat 


the way in which the Volunteer sloped 
away fiom the swanlike Thistle both 
surprised and delighted her supporters, 
and when she finally swept over the 
line almost 20 minutes in the van of the 
Thistle the assembled spectators made 
the welkin i ing, and General Panic was 
of course the heio of the hour. The sec- 
ond iace was equally successful for the 
Aroei ican yacht 
This was the last of 


the serieb of boats modeled by Edward 
Burse^s. 


Although there were no more races 


for tho Amei ica's cup until 1S93, prog- 
ress in Ameiican yacht architecture 
w as not suspended for a moment. Eng- 
lish designers, as well a<= American, la- 
bored eneigetically and piogressively, 
particular!} on classes under 70 feet, so 
that when Loid Duntaven m 1893 chal- 
lenged for the cup the struggle looked 
for between the Valkyrie II and the 
Vigilant was anticipated with great in- 
terest and some anxiety. 
Among the 


American designeis who were anxious 
to piotluce a winner for international 
honois was Nathaniel G. HerreshofC. 
who w as finally given orders to build 
the Pilgrim and the Jubilee. It is still 


eeas and plunging, b'eam to beam, 
through frothing waves under a billowy 
cloud of white canvas, and a game well

gives an index of a country's character, 
for since the fall of the Roman empire 
that nation which has been called u. 
great nation has been the home of ships 
and sailors. The mistress of the sea, 
with very few exceptions, has been the 
mistress of the world's destiny. 


When naval deterioration set in, it 


•was soon followed by national decay. 
So, on the other hand, the country 
that is able to sail sportively away 
from her rival at sea is usually sailing 
away from her on that larger sea of 
national prosperity. In these great in- 
ternational contests each nation's yacht 
might be called the embodiment of the 
spirit of that particular nation, the su- 
preme flower of Its creative genius. 
From the early days, when those soa 
loving, daredevil Phoenicians overran 
the Greek and Roman and coasted ad- 
venturously up and down the Mediter- 
ranean and out past the Syrtes and 
Sicily into the 
unknown Atlantic, 


from the time Lord Howard raced in 
and out among the galleons of Vac Ar- 
mada, from the period when those stur- 
dy old sea dogs of Holland showed their 
heels to the pirates of the sixteenth 
century, those nations that have been 
the roaster of Father Neptune have 
been the nations that have led the 
march of progress around the world. 


So America has some excuse for her 


,pride in her Jack Tars, her sailor boys 
»nd her yachtsmen.

Since that clay it must be ac- 
knowledged that the Britishers have 
not imbibed any great amount of con- 
solation from this historic cup of their 
own making.

When the trim schooner yacht Amer- 


ica of the United States, with every 
inch of canvas drawing and every rope 
taut, swept over the finish line of the 
first international yacht race betwepn 
Yankee and English craft 48 years ago, 
she established a record that has since 
then been beautifully and picturesquely 
sustained. 


The America's victory was so decisive 


that none of the British fleet was in 
sight at the finish of the race, and for 
many years the cup was allowed to re- 
mam in America without a challenge 
or an effort to have it restored to its 
native land. This first race took place 
at the Cowes regatta, off the Isle of 
Wight, and there were 15 schooners and 
cutters at the start, among them the 
very cream of all England's sailing 
craft. The triumphant America was a 
main topsail schooner of 170 tons, though 
there were at least four vessels among 
the contesting fleet which outweighed 
her, 
ono three-master being nearly dou- 


ble the size of the American yacht. This 
initial race was sailed in variable 
weather, but for all this there was 
sufficient breeze at times to be strong 
enough to carry away the America's 
flying jib boom when rounding the Nee- 
dles. The owners of the 
successful 


yacht were Commodore J. C. Steveng,

New York Yacht club. The American 
victory was a most decisive one, and as 
a great and natural pride was taken in 
the result a renewed and national inter- 
est in the sport was thereafter ob- 
servable. 


So when Mr. Ashbury, the owner of 


the English challenger, made one more 
effort, in the following year, to recap- 
ture the cup he found plenty of yachts- 
men ready enough to enter into the 
struggle. Mr. Osgood, the owner of the 
Magic, accepted the challenge, and the 
race was sailed on the 16th, 18th and 
19th 
of October, 1871. The new defender 


of the cup for America was the Colum- 
bia, while the English challenger sailed 
under the name of Livonia. On Oct. 16 
and 18 the Columbia defeated the Livo- 
nia, while on the 19th the Columbia was 
defeated. Two days later the American 
yacht Sappho defeated the Livonia an-1 
repeated the trick on the 23d of Octo- 
ber. 
On the race of Oct. 19 the Co- 


lumbia was disabled, so it was necessa- 
ry to substitute the Sappho. 


The result of these races was some- 


what of a discourager to the Britishers, 
who did not care to challenge for the 
cup again until 1875. The third series 
of races took place during the summer 
of the following year, on the llth and 
12th of August. The Canadian challenger 
who was willing to act as the lamb to 
be sacrificed on the nautical altar oft 
Sandy Hook was Major C. Gifford, one 
of the most popular yachtsmen who 
ever handled a tiller. The gallant ma- 
jor brought down the Countess of Duf- 


the locks of the Erie canal and had to 
have her mast and rigging unshipped 
and the ballast taken out of her bottom 
and piled in one bilge to cant her suffi- 
ciently to allow of her passage through 
the locks. Mr. Gary Smith's sloop Mis- 
chief was chosen to battle against the 
bold Canuck. The result in both races 
was a most decided victory for the 
Yankee vessel, which won the first by 
over 28 minutes and the second by 38. 


Then came four more years of nauti- 


cal rest, and in this interim a change 
crept over the spirit of yacht building. 
Up to this time all the laces with the 
British yachts had been won by vessels 
of conventional type and build, for, 
with the smgle exception of the Sappho, 
each of the American winners was a 
centerboard boat of the extreme skim- 
ming dish type. The centerboard, in 
fact, had come to be looked upon as a 
sort of distinctly American institution, 
so when Burgess appeared in 18S5 and 
designed cup defenders of a greatly in- 
creased draft, though the centerboard 
and the great beam, allowing for im- 
mense sail carrying capacity, were not 
done away with, it was felt that Ameri- 
can designing had passed into the cos- 
mopolitan period of its evolution. To- 
day there can be said to be no charac- 
teristic national type or model. In the 
last 10 or 15 years there has been a 
gradual convergence of ideas "in model- 
ing and a relegation to oblivion of the 
beloved old skimming dish variety of 
racing yacht. 


During this transitional period Amer- 


ed yachting battles in the histoiy of 
aquatic sport. The course taken was 
from the Scotland lightship down the 
wind for 20 miles and thence back dead 
to windward. The weather was blowy, 
and a series of squalls threw both boats 
frequently on their uppers and, when 
the buoy was rounded, left them strug- 
gling back to windward 
neck and 


neck. The Puritan at this point dis- 
creetly housed her topmast, and by so 
doing won the race, as the Genesta, 
presumably in a spirit of bravado, car- 
ried her working topsail throughout the 
race and was thrown perilously over on 
her beam ends, spilling her wind and 
certainly losing ground by so doing. 


In the beginning of August of the fol- 


lowing year Lieutenant Henn, the next 
challenger, arrived off Marblehead with 
his beloved "sardine box," the Galatea. 
This gentleman was probably the most 
popular, the most genial and the most 
feted of all the yachtsmen who have 
crossed the herring pond to carry back 
the America's cup. The jovial lieuten- 
ant's yacht, however, was not a match 
for its American opponent. After a 
beautiful race, from 
a 
spectacular 


point of view, the Mayflower swept 
over the finish line well in advance of 
the Galatea. The popular little "sar- 
dine box," however, was greeted with a 
welcome at the finish almost as boister- 
ous as that given to the winner itself by 
the thousands of spectators on the 
crowded excursion boats and other at- 
tendant craft. Owing to fog and lack 
of wind, the second race ended in a 
fiasco, so a third attempt had tto be 
made before the two white beauties 
were started on their last contest over 
the briny. 
A fresh and exhilarating 


northwest breeze sent spinnakers bulg- 
ing and balloon jib topsails bellying in 
a way that delighted the mosf fastidi- 


& matter of popiHai di=c'ii s- o:., <ii lPc\;>t 
on this side of the Atlantic, how the 
stanch Vigilant, the yacht which was 
finally selected to defend the cup, 
downed the Valkyrie in three straight 
heats on Oct. 7, 9 and 13, the last race 
being won by the bare margin of 40 
seconds. 


It was the closeness of this last race 


w hich inspired in the breast of the Earl 
of Dunraven the desire for another fling 
at the old mug. On the Valkyrie's run 
home in the last race her spinnaker had 
split, and this certainly had had sonvj 
effect on the outcome of that last des- 
perate struggle for supremacy. 


So in 1S95, as Is now well known, Lord 


Dunraven and his Valkyrie III crossed 
the Atlantic for one more try at the in- 
ternational cup. The unforeseen, the 
unfortunate, termination of that second 
series of races with the titled sports- 
man of England is a subject which at 
the present time does not call for dis- 
cussion. In the first race, which took 
place on Sept. 7, 1895, 15 miles to wind- 
ward off Scotland lightship and return.

Lots of stories are told in England 


in praise of Lord Chief Justice Baron 
Russell of Killowen, some of which 
give a better insight into his character 
than many colums of bald biography. 


Almost U\ o years after his call to the 


bar he was briefed in a case at the 
Guildhall, London, the late Mr. Justice-

thrown up the case, but the junioi per- 
sisted, and when he had concludes 
his lordship paid him the complimenl 
of saying that his piesumption in 
speaking under the circumstances was- 
justified by the event. 
The plaintiff 


did not win his case, but his daung 
counsel w on a reputation that day 
which he has been adding to for 35 or 
40 years since. 


Lord Russell's career is a model for 


young men. 
"Persevere and be per- 


fect" w as more than a motto—a mere 
figure of speech—with him. An old 
farmer in Killowen tells, with that good 
humoicd, pardonable pride for which 
the Hibernian is noted, how he once 
"bate" the head of English law. It was 
in a physical feat that the Irish peas- 
ant forced Charley Russell to play a 
subordinate part. This farmer was re- 
puted to be the best man in the locality 
for thi owing or putting the stone, and 
one evening he was challenged by, but 
vanquished, the future lord chief jus- 
tice. 
Though the latter was at the 


time hard reading for an examination, 
he staid up all night practicing the 
icat and beat his rival next day. 


When Charles Russell went to Lon- 


don as a law student, he was very fond 
of theater going. One evening he was 
m a cornet position in the pit of the 
Haymarket theater. 
During the pro- 


gress of the piece a man seated not far 
off missed his watch and created a 
commotion by shouting, "I'm robbed, 
and these three have it," pointing to 
three men in the corner position. 
The 


mob formed a cordon around the three 
men marked out, and after some dilly- 
dallying Russell, "who -n^as one of tha 
accused batch, said, "We had better get 
out and be searched." The suggestion 
was adopted, and out marched the 
trio in single file, the future "chief" of 
English law in the center. 


While they were walking out Russell 


thought how it would be possible for 
the man walking behind him to have 
the 
v> atch and 


pass it into his 
pocket, or plant 
the stolen prop- 
erty upon him. 
Accordingly he 
put 
back 
his 


hand as a guard 
only to feel in 
his tail pocket 
"t h e 
watch." 


Needless to say, 
Russell 
w a s 


highly 
embar- 


rassed as all the 
dread 
possibil- 


ities of convic- 
tion 
for 
such 


an offense crept 
upon his mind. 
"Good God'" he 
murmured, "and 
I know no one 
in London who 
can speak for 
me." 
The mo- 


ment, however, 


contained mere- 


ly his snuffbox! 


the first man got outside the door ha 
was promptly seized by the detectives, 
one of whom exclaimed, "At your old 
game." Another officer beckoned to the 
remaining two men to go back, saying 
that the man they were binding and 
handcuffing would do. 


Russell, of course, was nonplused, and 


readily concluded that as he had the 
watch in hl=; pocket he would go to 
the theater authorities 
and tell the 


whole tale straightforwardly. 
As he 


was preparing to carry out this de- 
termination he put his hand m his 
pocket to feel and probably bring forth 
the watch. But his pocket contained 
merely his snuffbox. 


by eight minutes. The second race was 
over an equilateral triangle course of 
30 miles and was barely won by the 
British boat, which was, however, dis- 
qualified for fouling at the start and in- 
juring the American's rigging. In thia 
race Lord Dunraven claimed that he and 
his boat had been unfairly treated, 
and, irritated by what he called discour- 
teous treatment, the owner of the Val- 
kyrie simply brought his yacht to the 
line in the third race and then turned 
about and beat a retreat to the city. 


As the date for this year's contest 


with Sir Thomas Lipton's Shamrock 
approaches the chances for a keen, ex- 
citing and 
enthusiastic competition 


grow more and more promising. It ia 
claimed m some quarters that the own- 
er of the Shamrock is posing in a some- 
what ridiculously secretive manner re- 
garding the construction and lines of 
his Thames built pet. but it is obvious 
that, whatever the result of the race, 
the geniality and 
affability 
of the 


shrewd Irish owner of the challenger 
will obviate any fear of a repetition i.f 
the Dunraven fiasco. Whether or not 
he will carry back the old mug of the- 
America is another story, as Kipling 
says.

Some Thing* We Should Do. 


Editor of the Transcript: 
And all citizens who desire cleaner 


streets: 


Obviously the first step to be taken 


is one that shall regulate and control 
the method of sprinkling1 both paved 
and unpaved streets. In his excellent 
and very readable book, "American 
highways," Prof. N. S. Shaler, of Har- 
vard university, says concerning the 
matter of watering macadamized roads 
to keep down the dust: "While this is 
desirable in periods 
of 
continued 


drouth, where the road shows sig-ns of 
going tn pieces, the constant use of the 
method tends to increase the Jcc^y c.f 
the stone by softening1 it so that it 
readily -;:ves way under the blows of 
the wheels and hoofs." The truth of 
this assertion has been demonstrated 
right here in Nortii Adams, so we 
should abolish the present practice of 
frequently 
sprinkling- macadamized 


streets. 


Dirt and gravel ways, of which we 


have many, will become dusty and con- 
stantly require sprinkling to lay this 
dust. I urge, but with no claims of or- 
iginality, that this be done at night, be 
tween the houre of 10 p rp. and 4 a. m. 
the surface being then, thoroughly wet 
down. Absence of all traffic at such 
time will prevent the surface being 
chopped and ground to pieces while 
yet in a soft and most vulnerable 
condition. By daylight, streets thus 
treated will be in fit condition for use: 
teaming will tend to harden and com- 
pact their surfaces, which will not V>P 
dried to serious dustiness before night- 
fall; and those whw must use the 
streets will be spared the present mud 
bath. Give our dirt roads a chance to 
be respectable; show that you have as- 
pirations in the same direction. 


Permit the present propirftor to con- 


tinue sprinkling but show him how and 
when to perform his duties: see that he 
applies this knowledge: and, last but 
not least, limit his operations to dirt 
and prravel streets, except as ho shall 
be otherwise instructed. 


"Fire is a good servant, but o poor 


m.Tsteiy" Likewise, water! 


If you still doubt th^ fact that our 


pavements are watered too much, and 
that the dirt roads are watered at the 
wrong time of day, some Sunday when, 
thank fortune, the sprinkler seems to 
be inoperative, just take the trouble to 
make a. tour of inspection and observe 
how remarkably decent the.streets ap- 
pear aa compared with th'elr week-day 
condition.

The next move we should make is for 


a system of street-cleaning that cleans; 
one that shall provide for the cleaning 
and caretaking.6j£ all pupHc ways, but 
primarily of brick and macadam pave- 
ments. Pardon 
one- more quotation 


which I have culled from the report 
of a North Adams Highway and Side- 
walk CommiHSlon: 


"But there Is one essential point to 


kopp in mind; tbft mud must bo kept 
off if wo expect tc^ preserve tho sur- 
face- of tho pavements ami have the 
whonlH roll easily." Matvrh 20, 1803. 


What was true in 1S2S is equally. 


true now, and far more important, be- 
cause we now have pavements worthy 
of the name. 
_With the sprinkling nuisance regu- 
lated, the cleaning problem becomes 
less difficult o£ solution. The "Waring 
bag" ideals good and should continue, 
but should be supplemented by a faith- 
ful application of the "horse-sweoper'' 
at least two or three times a w^eli. 


Other cities succeed in the attempt to 


keep their brick pavements clean. Shall 
North Adams admit an inability to do 
likewise? I have in mind one city of 
15,000 inhabitants, that owns several 
miles of such pavement and is build- 
ing more. During a residence of four 
years there. I never once saw any por- 
tion of that pavement in such a state 
as is Bank street, today. On the con- 
trary, the pavement was so well cared 
for that.it rivalled the sidewalks in 
cleanliness. 


If the people of North Adams will 


wake up and assert themselves, I doubt 
not that the Common Council will em- 
power the Commissioner 
of 
Public 


Works, if he has not now the necessary 
authority, to take steps that will ac- 
complish the desired result

GREATEST WOLF HUNTER. 


Peter Wataon Is Employed to Kill 


Enemlei of Nebraska Cattlemen. 
Peter Watson of Obadron, Neb., la 


the greatest living wolf hunter today 
and is recognized as such by the West- 
ern Nebraska Live Stock association, 
which employs him by the year to ride 
the range and hunt the voracious 
grays. Watson Is not a trapper, hut 
with his favorite hunting horse and 
pack of six huge staghounds seeks 
the wilds of the range for the chase. 
He works entirely under the direction 
of the stock association and Is always 
found where the ravages of the wolves 
In the herds are discovered to be the 
worst 


Having 15 scalps to his saddle 


strings, he closed a week's tvork in 
Sioux county the other day and then 
responded to a call to go south 100 
miles into Box Butte county, where 25 
young cattle had been killed in the 
Ashbrook herd in 24 honrs by wolves. 


Watson's method of hunting, accord- 


ing to The Rocky Mountain News, is 1o 
sight a gray wolf with his glass, note 
his direction of trave!, survey the to- 
pography of the country, then drop 
behind a hill and make a circuitous 
ride, flank the game and come on to 
him unnoticed. He then takes the lead 
and makes a run. His six big stag- 
hounds work together, and when they 
see the wolf they lead out, overtake, 
seize, down and kill him before they 
release their hold. When one takes 
hold, all seize and seldom get a scratch. 
Ordinarily a gray wolf could kill a 
pack of as many dogs with ease. 


Watson is past 50 years of age, over 


6 feet and 2 inches tall and has hunted 
all his life, as father. Also a hunter, 
was killed in a wolf chase. His horse 
stepped in a badger hole, throwing the 
rider and breaking his neck. He had 
an uncle killed in the same way, but 
he will not quit tbe range, because, he 
says, he has no other work he can do. 
The association would hardly let him 
go.

COLUMBIA WINS AGAIN, 


Four Minutes Faster Than Defender 


In a Thirty-Mile Contest. 


Vigilant Hakes Poor Showing 


Against Newer Boats. 


More Than Fifty Contestants In first Run o| 


New York Yacht Club. 


New Device Invented by 3. W. Me- 


Klmion Exhibited. 


James W. McKinnon of New York 


gave an exhibition of a new device for 
launching lifeboats at the American 
line piers, Jersey City, the other after- 
noon, says the New York Times. The 
device consists of two chains working 
over sprocket wheels, the ordinary pul- 
leys being done away with. A sprocket 
wheel at either end works upon a cog- 
wheel which is fixed to the davit An- 
other cogwheel transmits the force to 
a drum, upon which are two wire ca- 
bles. The boat is suspended upon the 
latter. Consequently a boat is swung 
outboard and down at the same time. 
By shifting a lever, however, the two 
motions can be separated, and the mo- 
tion of the lowering cables can be ac- 
celerated or retarded by the same 
lever. 


The chief advantage of Mr. McKin- 


non's device is said to be that the boat 
is lowered on an even keel, and tbe 
chains can be worked either from the 
deck of a vessel or from within the 
lifeboat itself, thus obviating the ne- 
cessity of those lowering the boat hav- 
ing to remain on dedi until the launch- 
Ing Is completed and having to take 
their chances oi getting off. 
' In the exhibition the other day two 
laborers climbed into a 2,500 pound 
lifeboat, swung it clear of the chocks 
and out and lowered it ten feet in less 
than five minutes. Mr. McKinnon will 
fit a set of his new davits on the deck 
of the American line steamship New 
York to make a test in roidocean. 


New London, Conn., Aug. 9.—A mag- 


nificent spectacle presented itself to the 
eyes of those fortunate enough to look 
out into the harbor yesterday, where lay 
at anchor the largest fleet that ever had 
a rendezvous here under the auspices 
of the New York Yacht club. Nearly 
200 boats floated calmly and majestically 
on the waters and gave some idea of the 
magnitude' to which pleasure yachting 
la carried. The Columbia, America's 
pride and tjope, was the central figure 
for admiring" eyes, and many were the 
comments and discussions about her 
shapely lines. She was compared with 
the stately Defender, which always will 
hold a high place in patriots' hearts. 


The first run of the club must be set 


down as one of the most successful in 
the club's history. The cluto watched 
•with pride the magnificent run of Co- 
lumbia, which fairly distanced 
every 


other yacht with the exception of De- 
fender, and she, too, was defeated by 
4 minutes and 1 second in a 30-mile race. 


The old cup defender, Vigilant, was 


beaten by the two flyers by nearly an 
hour, but much of this was no doubt 
due to the fortunate run of the Columbia 
and Defender along the Fisher Island 
shore, while the rest of the fleet kept 
over on the other side of the sound. 
The Amorita was also held in under 
Fisher Island, and beat out all the 
schooners with ease, winning in her 
class, by a number of minutes. 


Over 50 yachts crossed the line at 


New London, and nearly all finished in 
Gardiner's bay. 
The run gave the 


yachts a good broad reach to Race Rock 
of 2Vs miles, a fine run before the wind 
to "Watch Hill of 8% miles, and a grand 
beat of IS1/! miles in a constantly in- 
creasing breeze to the finish, an ideal 
course. 
There were many interesting and ex- 


citing moments trom the time that the 
great bunch of sloops, followed by the 
schooners, swept over the starting line 
until the last of the racers finished, but 
by far the greatest event was the 
magnificent seven-mile run of the Co- 
lumbia from Fisher's island to Great 
Gull island, during which she averaged 
close up to a 13-knot gait. 
It was on 


this leg, mp^e very close to the wind, 
that the Colombia, pulled out so far on 
the Defender, for where the boats were 
but a short eighth of a mile apart under 
Fisher's island, there was nearly a 
mile and a half of water between them 
at Great Gull island. 
Both yachts had 


all the wind they could stagger under, 
and the Colombia hauled down her jib 
topsail during a 10-minute interval, 
when it blew the hardest. 
She set it 


again, however, when the Defender be- 
gan to pick up, and held her advantage 
to the line. 
Neither boat was held 


back. 
It was a good square test of 


the merits of the old and new boats, and 
the latter may S>* put down as a good 
four minutes faster under the present 
conditions, and with her steel mast in, 
a couple of minutes more. 


Once during the day, just after the 


Btart, the Columbia seemed inactive and 
lifeless, and the Defender almost got by 
her. 
But just before reaching Race 


Rock, the new boat seemed to find her- 
self again, and from there she was never 
in danger. 


The fleet started out soon after 10 


O'clock, but Commodore Morgan did not 
Bend them away until nearly 11, wait- 
Ing for a little more breeze. The feature 
Of the fleet outside of the big sloops was 
the great number of schooners. 


Nearly all the cracks participated, and 


eome of the older ones showed them- 
selves still in the game. 
It was a fine spectacle at the start, and 


an even finer one as coming down to 
"Watch Hill buoy, with every kite set 
and spinnakers to starboard, they all 
folded their extra wings SKA rounded 
the buoy for the beat to the finish. 


Quisetta looked a winner at this point, 


but Captain Lippitt made a mistake in 
Heeking the Long Island shore, and his 
rival on the Arnonta, easily beat him. 


The wind held throughout the day, and 


during the afternoon reached up to al- 
most 12 knots.

SHALLOW CORN CULTURE. 


Experiments la Nebrasfe» Show the 


Success of tlie New Method. 
I 


A revolution in corn culture in Ne-' 


braska is promised. For some years' 
the advocates of shallow cultivation I 
have been endeavoring to prove the 
value of their plan, but have made 
little headway. At the request of a 
number of farmers the experimental 
station at Lincoln, Neb., has been mak-| 
Ing thorough tests, and a a bulletin' 
announcing results is being prepared 
for publication, says the New York 
Sun. 


Four acres of land was divided into 


tracts of one acre each, and eapu tract 
was cultivated,by a different culti-1 
,vator. The result showed that the acre 
under deep cultivation yielded 59, 
bushels, while one under shallow 
yielded 68 and the other two 69 bushels 
each. The laud receiving Fhallow culti- 
vation was stirred to a depth of three 
Inches, that receiving deep cultivation 
to a depth of six inches. 


> The director of the experimental sta- 
tion says tbiit the advantage of shal- 
low cultivation lies in the fact that the 
air does not penetrate so deeply and 
therefore does not dry out the roots in 
E year where the rainfall is below nor- 
'mal. A study of the roots of the corn 
plant shows that many of them would 
naturally grow within three or four 
'inches of the surface, but when the 
.Upper layer is dry their source of nour- 
ishment is shut off. Deep cultivation 
•has the disadvantage, too, of tearing 
the roots, thereby hindering tbem from i 
securing tbe proper amount of nour- 
ishment. The one thing insisted upon 
tn shallow cultivation is 
frequent 


siirring iu prevent a hard crust from 
forming for any time on the surface. 


Wherever tried, tbe shallow culti- 


vated corn tbis year has proved tbe 
more vigorous, although so well timed 
have been tbe rains that the yield is 
certain to be enormous. Tbe prospects 
are such that the millions of bushels 
held by speculators in cribs are being 
marketed as fast as possible, although 
the market bas sagged some within 
the month.

'" TO SAVE THE LOBSTERT^ 


Irish Commission Attempting to 
Pre-| 


vent Totttl Extinction. 


Owing to the alarming decline in the 


lobster industry and the threatened 
extinction of this toothsome crusta- 
cean, tbe United States fish commis- 
sion at Washington is making desper- 
ate efforts to propagate it and restock 
the thinly populated waters of the 
New England coast. The oldest ex- 
perts of the commission are devoting 
their main attention to tbis problem 
and have been conducting a number 
of experiments on tbe Massachusetts 
Coast. 


After a number of attempts at rear- 


Ing the young a scheme has at last 
been hit upon which is giving much 
success, says tbe St. Louis Republic. 
Heretofore nearly all efforts at raising 
lobsters in captivity have failed. There 
are a number of serious difficulties in 
the way, owing to the impossibility of 
surrounding them with strictly natural 
conditions. Ou account of tbe lack of 
sufficient food of tbe right kind tbe 
lobsters turn cannibals and feed upon 
one another. 
This has always been 


one of the main obstacles in tbe way 
Of rearing them, it being 110 infrequent, 
thing for tbe hungry animals, when, 
confined within an inclosure, to fall 
.upon each other until in a short time; 
there would be but few survivors.' 
These are usually so mangled by the 
conflict that they soon die. 
! 


The fish commission this year has 


gone further than ever before in its 
experiments, 
A number of monster 


cages were built, covered with fine 
wire and tbe bottom strewn with sand 
and such marine growth as is usually 
found in the sea. These cages are an- 
chored along tbe coast in such a way 
that the water passes freely through 
them and supplying at the same time 
euch natural food as is needed by the 
young lobsters and which the cultur- 
Ists could not provide artificially. 
It 


is also proposed to shut off some natu- 
ral coves and bays on the New Eng-> 
land shore and after removing all tho( 
enemies of the lobster cnrry on the( 
propagating scheme there.

LOCAL PATIENTS AT ASYLUM 


City Almoner and Physician Visit North- 


ampton Institution 


City Almoner Ingraham anS City 


Physician Putnam yesterday went to 
Northampton to visit the insane asy- 
lum. 
Their purpose was to learn more 


definitely about the inmates from this 
city for whose care the city is paying, 
as neither of the officials had any per- 
sonal knowledge of those for whom the 
city was responsible. They spent a 
large part of the day at the asylum, 
and were most courteously received by 
the superintendent, Dr. J. A. Houston 
and his assistants. They went through 
the entire asylum, and were greatly 
pleased with the care that it was evi- 
denced the patients received 
there. 


Everything possible is done for them, 
and the arrangements for their treat- 
ment and recreation are excellent. The 
two returned confident in their praise 
of the management of the institution. 


There are at present 17 inmates from 


this city. The city is paying for the 
care of 14 of these, the charges being 
$3.25 a week for each patient. There 
are 575 inmates in all, and the asylum 
is 
crowded to its utmost 
capacity. 


Nearly 100 cots have to be set up every 
night for the accommodation of the 
patients. Additions are now being built 
to the institution. 


The local officials visited all the pa- 


tients from this city, and talked with 
all who were in condition to know what 
they were saying. Any friends of pa- 
tients at the1 institution who care to 
hear personally from them will be wel-- 
corned by Almoner Ingraham, who will 
be glad to be of any possible service in 
this way. As a result of the visit it is 
probable that one of the inmates will 
be brought back to this city to be cared 
for at the city farm, the patiant hav- 
ing recovered sufficiently to make this 
seem wise.

Curiosities In the Museum of a Clock 


Making Village. 


In the tov,-n of Schramberg In the 


Black Forest district of Wurttemberg, 
Germany, where one of the chief in- 
dustries is clock njgking, there has 
recently been established an Interest- 
ing museum of timepieces. The col- 
lection displays the gradual develop- 
ment iu the making of clocks for many 
centuries. 


Among the curiosites are many of 


great historical value. 
There Is an 


alarm clock constructed in the year 
16SO for the use of travelers. In form 
it resembles a lantern and the interior 
is designed to hold a lighted candle. 
The candle is slowly pushed forward 
by a spring, which also controls the 
mechanism of the cjpck. A little pair 
of shears clip the wick of the candle 
automatically every minute to regulate 
its light. The lantern is inclosed with 
movable slides, so that the sleeper is 
not at first disturbed by the presence 
of light. 


The alarm is set by inserting a pag 


in the second dial plate. When the 
required hour arrives, the alarm" is 
sounded and at the same time the 
movable slides fall, flooding the room 
with light. 


Among the curiosities is a Japanese 


saw clock. The clock itself produces 
the motive power by descending a 
saw formed strip of metal, the teeth of 
which operate the wheel of the clock- 
work. In another Japanese clock the 
hand is attached to a weight, which 
sinks once in 24 hours. The time is in- 
dicated by a hand on the perpendicular 
scale.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Over Five Thousand Bxhlbiton Have 


Applied For Space — E*htblt» "Will 
Be Confined to Llue» Which Arc 
Peculiar to Japan—Some That Will 
Be Siiotrii. 
Few countries will be more thorough- 


ly and characteristically represented 
at the Paris exposition of 1900 than 
Japan. 
This newcomer among the 


great powers of the eartn does nothing 
by half, so that it is not surprising 
that the Japanese parliament bus 
made the second largest grant of pub- 
lic funds toward the expenses of the 
exhibition -of al! countries that will be 
represented iu Paris, tsayu the New 
York Sun. The original grant -was for 
2,200,060 fi-ancs, but Mr. Hayashi, the 
farseeiug annd energetic commissioner 
general for Japan, finding that this 
large sum would be insufficient to cov- 
er the enormous expenses' incurred, 
did not hesitate to apply for over 
500,000 more, which parliament-imme- 
diately .voted without a dissentient 
voice. 


Throughout Japan the greatest de- 


elre prevails to make a thoroughly 
effective appearance. 
Over 5,000 ex- 


hibitors 
have 
applied 
for 
space, 


though, unfortunately, not more than 
half of them will be able to put in an 
appearance, owing to the inability of 
the exhibition authorities to grant 
sufficient room from the limited area 
at their disposal. It consequently be- 
came necessary to take steps to secure 
the best, and, for this reason, Mr. 
Hayashi has hurriedly returned to 
Japan, iu order to give the aid of his 
judgment and good taste to the com- 
mittee appointed to make the selection. 


IE his absence Mr. Kashiro Saito, 


the assistant commissioner for Japan, 
is looking after the Paris end. He says 
that the exhibits will as much as possi- 
ble be confined to lines which are pe- 
culiar to Japan or in which she par- 
ticularly excels. Thus furniture, dec- 
oration, silk fabrics and other artistic 
articles will*abound. 
The Japanese 


department of mines is preparing a 
complete collection of all Japanese 
minerals. The department of forestry 
will exhibit a similar collection of all 
aative woods and seeds. The fisheries 
department will exhibit an aquarium 
containing specimens of all the fresh 
water fish, especially such as are pe- 
culiar to Japan, such as the red carp 
and the three tailed fish. 


The Japanese national pavilion will 


be In the Trocadero gardens, close to 
the pavilions of British India. Egypt 
and the Belgian Kongo. It will be in 
the classic style of Japanese archi- 
tecture—that is to say, the~style which 
prevailed in the seventh century- To 
the left of the pavilion will be a typical 
teahouse, where "geishas" will attend 
on the guests. Next to the teahouse 
will be a Japanese bazaar, where fan- 
cy articJes of Japanese manufacture 
will be sold. In another building the 
Japanese alcoholic drink sake will be 
dispensed to the curious. 


The simple yet handsome national 


pavilion will be furnished with all that 
is oldest, most "beautiful and artistic 
of the treasures in the palaces of Japan. 
After much hesitation the great nobles 
decided to follow the example set by 
their emperor and to place at the dis- 
posal of the commissioners all the 
works of art which they might choose 
to select. In order that this might be 
done these works have been sent to 
Tokyo and a special, artistic committee 
appointed to make the selection, for 
the pavilion will not afford room for 
more than one-tenth of the objects 
generously offered. Thus visitors to 
Paris will be enabled to see gathered 
together the "priceless treasures which 
probably no European eye has ever 
gazed oil before, for svon the most 
fortunate among travelers to Japan 
are not likely to have seen more than 
one or two of this choice collection. 


The gardens surrounding the various 


pavalions will be* entirely planted with 
Japanese floweSS and shrubs, while 
the ornamental waters will be stocked 
with Japanese fish. 


Everything is already In a very ad- 


vanced condition, and there is every 
prospect that the Japanese section will 
be perfectly complete and ready "on 
the opening day of the exhibition.

Jealousy and Liquor Causes 
New Hampshire Tragedy 


Nwth Conway, N. H., Aue- 9.—Charles 


Bennett of Wludham, Me., shot and 
killed Ida Miller of Standish, Me., on the 
highway at Quint's Siding, on the line 
of the Boston and Maine railroad, near 
Conway Corner, yesterday 
afternoon. 


The murderer then turned the weapon 
on himself au4 committed suicide, while 
near the scene of the murder. 
The act 


v/as caused by jealousy, superinduced 
by drinking. 
There were three wit- 


nesses to the affair. 


The murder and suicide have caused 


intense excitement in this section of the 
state, where "both parties were known to 
a great many of the people. Ida Miller, 
the victim of the act of Bennett, was 
the divorced wife of Maynard Miller, her 
maiden name being Langdon. The re- 
sult of their marriage was a daughter of 


vestigatingr committee yesterday. About

Miller lived with Charles Bennett at 
Ossipee, N. H., though it is s'uid they 
were not married. It is claimed that 
drunken abuse on the part of Bennett 
caused a separation in the early part of 
tlTe present year, and for four months 
Mrs. Miller had not seen Bennett. About 
two weeks ago Mrs. Miller, her daugh- 
ter and a 16-year-o!d g^Jl named Morrili 
drove up from Windham on a blueberry- 
ing expedition on Moat mountain, and 
during their stay they occupied a tent 
on the mountain. On Friday last they 
were joined by Harry Morrill, the girl's 
brother, and since that time the party 
had grej,t pleasure in climbing the moun- 
tainous country for berries. 


About 1 o'clock yesterday afternoon 


Bennett appeared at a wagon which the 
merry berry pickers had driven on'the 
High street road, about a mile and a half 
from their tent. Bennett was under the 
influence of liquor, but appeared kindly 
to the members of, the party, and es- 
pecially toward Mrs. Miller, and re- 
mained in their presence about 30 min- 
utes, wfien young Morrill started for 
their temporary home in the tent. The 
other members of the party drove down 
on the west side road with Bennett in the 
wagon, and during- the trip he partook 
of more liquor, but was not angry upon 
the refusal of the others to join him, 


Ahout 4 o'clock the party drove toward 


North Conway, and upon nearing the 
village the girls waited at the Saco 
bridge while the couple went into the 
village for more liquor. Upon their re- 
turn to the bridge the party started for 
Quint's siding, uhere they arrived be- 
tween 5 and G o'clock. 


After driving up and down the road 


near the house of A. H. Quint, Bennett 
bega i to quarrel and forced the children 
from the carriage with cuffs and threats. 
They grasped the horse by the bridle, but 
upon being whipped up by Bennett the 
animal broke loose, and the children 
started for the village after Harry 
Morrill, the last words of Mrs. Miller 
being: "Get to Ha'rry as quick as pos- 
sible." She was then struggling in the 
rasp of Bennett, who was attempting 
to choke her. 


The children met Morrill near the Red 


Eagle House, and but 20 minutes elapsed 
"n making the trip, but when they re- 
turned they found the two dead bodies. 
However, 
passersby had 
heard the 


quarrel and there were three witnesses 
to the shooting which followed. 


The witnesses were A. H. Quint and 


ii'is two farmhands, Cyrus and Obed 
Hallett. Their story is to the effect that 
they understood the man to say: 
^'Will 


you go back with me," to \\hich Mrs. 
Miller answered: "No." Bennett then 
drew a revolver and shot her twice in the 
neck and once in the body. He then 
threw her from the wagon and turned 
the revolver on himself and fired one 
shot, which entered the skull under the 
Jeft ear. Both deaths were undoubtedly 


Bennett's body then fell 
from the 


wagon after he had gone a distance nf 
about 150 feet from the spot where the 
body of Mrs Miller was lying in the road. 
As the J-ws of the state do not allow the 
removal of the bodies until an inquest is 
held, they remained there last night, 
awaitingj the' return of Coroner Shedd 
from Portland. 


Both of the actors in the ev:ent were in 


abject poverty. 


It is thought that Bennett was about 


40 years of age. He resided here for a 
Ehort time, but about three years ago 
engaged at wood cutting for Wrlliam 
Kennett of Madison. 


Mrs. Miller was 20 years of age. As 


this was the first murder In this section 
for many years, the affair has terribly 
excited the residents of the ordinarily 
peaceful district. 


Everybody Musi Be Vaccinated 


Everett, Mass., Aug. 9.—Although no 


new case oC smallpox has been reported, 
the board of health is at work night and 
day 10 avert even a possibility of an 
epidemic. The order compelling all per- 
sons residing in ward 1—the infected dis- 
trict—to be vaccinated within 48 hours 
has now been extended to include the en- 
tire city. The infected district is quar- 
antined night and day by the police. A 
strict patrol will be maintained for two 
weeks. Members of the board of health 
admit that it will be nothing short of 
miraculous if new cases do not develop, 
as thp infected patient, ignorant of her 
condition, mingled freely with friends 
and neighbors for four days. Everett 
has a population of 23,000, who will ell 
have to be vaccinated by tomorrow or 
pay a fine of $5 in court. There are 
many peeple who object to the course of 
the board of health, but the majority 
uphold those in authority.

BACKSLIDING INDIANS. 


Unsuccessful Attempts to Convert 


Them In Early Times. 


In a report to the classis of Amster- 


dam on the state of religion in the New 
Netherlands in 1657, Rev. Johannes 
Megapolensis and Rev. Samuel Drisins 
made the following somewhat discour- 
aging statement in regard to the ef- 
forts to convert the Indians. It will 
be noted th'at the conclusions arrived 
at by the reverend gentlemen in the 
first sentence of the extract were in 
the nature of a prediction which has 
been completely fulfilled: 


"Of the conversion of the heathens, 


or Indians, here, we can say but little, 
nor do we see any means thereunto 
until by the numbers and power of our 
nation they are subdued and brought 
under some policy and our people show 
them a. better example than they have 
hitherto done. 


"We have had one Indian here with 


us full two years, so that he could read 
and write good Dutch. We instructed 
him in the grounds of religion.

The Idea That Professional Men 


Huve an Easy Time. 


'•People who work with their hands, 


especially farmers, are apt to think" 
that professional men have an easy 
time of it," said a lawyer of this city. 
"It's an amusing mistake. The farmer 
stops at sundown, and the laborer 
works ten hours at the outside. The 
average professional man works from 
12 to 14 hours day in and day out, all 
the year around. Often, at a pinch, he 
will work from 16 to 20 hours for sev- 
eral days HI succession, and he will 
work when he is sick or suffering se- 
vere physical paiu, something the man- 
ual toiler wouldn't dream of. Of course 
he takes short intervals of rest, like 
everybody else. 
The human engine 


isn't capable of absolutely sustained 
endeavor for over an hour at a stretch. 


"Watch a day laborer, who seems to 


be plodding along like a machine, and 
you'll find that he really rests more 
than half the time. He looks at some 
well dressed doctor, lawyer, broker or 
man of affairs and says to himself: 
'Oh, you doggoned lazy rascal! If you 
only had to work like me!' Tbe truth 
Is that the chap he envies is putting an 
amount of concentration and continued 
energy into his daily toil that would 
kill the man who works with his hands 
alone in less than a week. 


"I don't mean this as any reflection 


on the laborer, who is also no doubt 
doing his level best. I simply mean 
that the demands on brain production 
are a third again as severe as the de- 
mands on muscle production. 
For 


sheer staying qualities there is nothing 
In the world that equals the nervous, 
high strung, frail looking modern pro- 
fessional man."—New Orleans Times-

Vanderbilt's 
summer 
residence, 
to 


make a .road record, and they were 
probably quite successful in gaining 
one which will stand, though the mat- 
ter has already interested others, andl 
efforts to beat the time will now bf> 
the order of the day in automobiling 
circles in Newport. 


Mr. Vanderbilt's low geared French 


machine was used, says the Boston 
Herald. 
It is propelled by gasoline 


power. The matter of making a rec- 
ord was not premeditated and, in fact, 
was not suggestod until the gentlemen 
were about to mount the machine. 
They were, therefore, hardly prepared 
for a great effort, though the record 
made was a creditable one. As a mat- 
ter of fact, however, in France, where 
tho type of machine that was used is 
made and the roads are, perhaps, some- 
what superior to those here, time a lit* 
tie better than that made by Mr. Van- 
derbilt and Mr. Belmont is often ob- 
tained.

Worker In a Paper Factory Finds a1 


Valaable Diamond Ring;. 


Charles McGee, an employee of the' 


Mullen Bros.' paper mill at St Joe,; 
near Benton Harbor, Mich., found a. 
fine gold ring in the mill "beater" the1 
other evening. The ring is set with, 
three valuable diamonds and is worth' 
considerable money. This is not the', 
first article of value that has beenj 
found in the same strange hiding place.' 
Old scrap paper, contents of office] 
wastebaskets and odd picc-0'? of papers 
picked up around the streets of large 
cities are sent to the mill in big bales 
from many places, Chicago furnishing 
the largest proportion. Many articles 
of value are caught up in this waste1 
matter and are shipped with the refuse! 
to the mill, says the Chicago Times-i 
Herald. 


When the bales of waste paper ar-| 


rive, they are slung into a large receiv-, 
er, somewhat like an ice cream freezer,I 
called a "boater.'' Here they are beat-' 
en again and again until nothing but 
a dark white pulp remains. This ma- 
terial is then sifted into another re- 
ceptacle, but in tho sifting all heavy] 
substances, such as metal, separate 
from the pulp and fall to the bottom1 


of the vat. 
i 


In the evening when the mill stops 


running the employees make a rush' 
for the "beater," and there is always 
something of value to be found. Rings, 
gold chains, coins of all descriptions* 
and watch charms are common finds,! 
while silver spoons, combs and knives 
are not infrequently discovered. Dia-' 
monds, pearls, opals, rubies and many, 
other valuable articles of jewelry turn 
up from time to time in the mill 
beater. One evening all the scraps of 
gold found in the "beater" were takeu] 
to a local jeweler and weighed, and 
their value was found to be ?22.50.

New York Centra! Wants it, But Didn't 


Offer Enough 


Dr. W. Reward Webb, president of 


the Wagner Car company, in conversa- 
tion at Fitchburg yesterday, expressed 
confidence that the lease of the Boston 
and Albany road to the New York Cen- 
tral would be granted, and that the 
Fitchburg would be leased by the same 
company. "We have made the Fitch- 
burg people an offer," he said, "and it 
remains with them to say what they 
will do about it." 


Tliis frank avowal by Dr. Webb that 


the New York Central people had made 
the Fitchburg' railroad management a 
formal offer for the control of the lat- 
ter road, caused a good deal of gossip 
in. railroad circles. 
The executive officers of the Fitch- 
burg are proverbially reticent with re- 
spect to the affairs of the company, but 
Director Robert Codman, wheni asked, 
about the matter today, admitted that 
the New York Central had some time 
ago made an offer for a control of the 
property on the basis of a 4 per cent, 
guarantee on the preferred stock. Mr. 
Codman added that if the New ^Vrir 
Centr?4 wants the road it will have to 
offer a higher figure than that. 


After expressing the ppinion that the 


Fitchburg is-a,t present in better shape, 
both financially and physically, than 
ever before, Mr. Codman, added that 
the road is not suffering appVeciably 
from electric railway competition, for 
the reason that it has always paid more 
attention to its through -passenger and 
freight traffic than to subuuban pas- 
senger business. 


SENTENCES TOO LIGHT 


Comment on the Record Breaking 


Number of July Arrests 


From the local correspondent of the 


Springfield Republican: 


The police record for July is not reas- 


suring except as it shows that the offic- 
ers are alert and active in their duties. 
In a. town of this size, with a mixed 
population arid rum enough for all 
who can pay for it, numerous infrac-. 
tione of the law are to be expected, but 
183 arrests, the number made in July, 
being an average of very nearly six pel- 
day, Sundays included, is enough to 
startle thinking citizens and lead to 
inquiry as to the cause of such numer- 
ous crimes, petty though many of, them 
are. 


Of this large number of arrests, 63, 


less than t.nt> half, were for drunken- 
ness, and the remainder of the list in- 
cluded such offenses as larceny, dis- 
turbing the peace, assault, lewdness, 
fmiieation, threatening, keeping disor- 
deily house, rape, skipping bail bom1,, 
bastardy and non-support. 


Tn many citizens, who- perhaps are 


mot in n. position to judge wisely, it 
seems sometimes as though the sen- 
tences imposed by the court are hardlv 
severe enough to have the 
desii^d 


effect, either as the punishment of thj 
offenders in hand or as a deterrent 10 
others. 


The average man who fetches up in 


court apparently suffers very 
liUlD 


through any sense of disgrace, and 
when he can square accounts for n 
paltry sum of money, paid in many 
cases by the wife or some other mem- 
ber of the family, the danger is that 
both he and his a??ociates will look 
upon the transaction as the purchase of 
an indulgence and that the penalty will 
have very little ref.oi-ma.tory 
effect. 


There are those who feel that the liq- 
uidating of criminal accounts with 
money is in danger of being carried ti-o 
far in this state, and that some form 
of punishment that will pnni=h will 
sooner or later have to take its place.

Bad Fire Yesterday Afternoon. Origin 


Cannot be Told. Protectives' 


First Appearance 


The first fire of any importance that 


has occurred 
within the last few 


months in this city, and one that was 
remarkable in the impossibility of ac- 
counting for its origin, did damage 
amounting to neaily $a)CO late yester- 
day afternoon. The two-story frame 
house owned and occupied by A. E. 
C'anfiold on Yeazie street was badly 
damaged, together with much of its 
contents. The barn, which was- filled 
with furniture and lumber, was to- 
tally di-htiuieii, and a shed filled with 
lumber was considerably damaged. 


The origin of the fire is very hard to 


explain. Mr. Panfield was sitting in a 
front room reading when he noticed 
Unit smoke was coming through the 
door leading to the kitchen at the rear. 
Ho went to the door and was almost 
b'iruled by the flames and smoke that 
filled the room. Beyond -this he could 
teil little. There had been no fire in 
the kitchen stove since dinner time, 
and Mrs. Panfield, who \sa.<, ilic last 
prrpon to go into the kitchen, hacl left 
it ;i considerable time before, and Md 
no1 used any matches'. The onh' pos- 
f.;ble explanation that Mr. 
Canfield 


could think of was that there night 
hrive been matches ;n the pockets of 
some clothing that was hanging '.here, 
and that these might in some way have 
b,>en ignited.

1 Panfield tried at first to put out 


the blaze himself, so that thera was 
some delay about turning in the alarm. 
Ibis was done from box 61, but the fire 
had good headway before the apparatus 
arrived. After half an hour of hard 
vert the firemen got the house under 
control, but they worked on it till 1 
o'clock. No attempt was made to save 
the barn, ns this was seen to "oe impos- 
sible. 
The loss is estimated at be- 


tween ?lf.OO and $2000. However it is 
hiti-d to judge accurately as the house 
was quite old and a considerable part 
of the furniture ii as saved. There is 
J'lCOO insurance on l*ir house and $500 
on the furniture. The house was occu- 
pied by vMr. and Mrs. Canfield, and 
thei'- daughters Mrs. W. H. Gedde= and 
Mrs. Murphy. Mrs. Canfield was at 
first quite overcome by the loss and 
famted, but restoratives were applied 
and she soon recovered
